Republican. - 
From the Palmyra (Mo.) papers we learn the particu¬ 
lars of a slave-catching case which lately occurred there. 
A female slave of a Mr. Pond, living near Palmyra ran 
away, and, after several days’ search, she was captured on 
the ferry-boat crossing from Missouri to Quincy. She had 
been kept at tbe house of a Mr. Davis, a German, in Pal¬ 
myra, for a few days, and brought thence by Scbeible, 
another (rPrmtin. to t.hp f<»rrxr_w»Q+ il*. 


another German, to the ferry-boat opposite this city! 
When she was taken back to Palmyra, both Germans and 
a free negro were imprisoned. 

Upon tbe examination of Soheible, he alleged that he 
did not know tbe girl was a slave, as she was white 
Several gentlemen were called on the witness stand who 
testified that they had seen her while she was at Davis’s 
and thought she was a white woman. After a three days’ 
trial, Scheible was discharged on the ground of his igno¬ 
rance of her being a slave ; but “ he found it necessaf y ”

W hatever may be said or thought of the Abolitionists, • 
ie thing is admitted on all hands—that they have made 
Slavery the one idea of all parties.

It did 
not use to make Slavery the open and avowed object of I 
its protection and comfort. It professed to have other 
purposes at least, and to consult the general good of the 
whole country, and the parties which were struggling to 
get the control of it turned on other questions than the 
Monopoly in Mau’s-flesh and the Protection of Negro¬ 
breeding. To be sure, Slavery always larked underneath 
the fairest professions, ready to spring out and compel 
both parties to do its pleasure in the hope of receiving its 
weight on the one side or the other of the trembling 
balance. It always had its way and worked its will, 
whatever were the schemes which fermented in men’s 
minds; only then it had not been compelled into the light 
of day and forced to avow openly its designs and to defy 
the decency, the common sense and the humanity of the 
Civilized World. This state of things we may fairly 
challenge as the fruit of the Anti-Slavery Movement, 
because it is attributed to us by onr enemies, who may 
be believed when testifying in our favour.
